19 MORE INDICTED 
IN BOMBING TRUST 


Back of Terrorist Organi- 
zation in Chicago Be- 
lieved by Authorities To 
Have Been Broken.

Chicago, December 4.—Authorities 
believe they have broken the back of 
the “homb trust’’ that has gained a 
strangle hock] on many small business 
and trade unions here. 

The special grand jury, investigat- 
ing the campaign of explosive intimi- 
dation, completed its work Friday eve- 
ning by voting 15 more true bills. 
Fifty leaders of the “trust’’ have now 
been indicted. Bombings have fallen 
off sharply since the quizz began. 

Next week the regular grand jury 
will take up the.investigation. More 
indictments are certain. 

What the authorities have learned 
this week is that the “trust” has in- 
sinuated itself into so-called business 
associations. Bombing was once iden- 
tified almost wholly with labor wars 
in this country. Now it has entered 
the field of small business through 


the organization of these associations. 
Gangsters versed in the art of the 
professional terrorism have induced 


dry cleaners, bakers, laundrymen, cob-/ 


blers, dyers and fruit and vegetable 
dealers to join “associations for mu- 
tual benefit.”” Once a nucleus of 
members was obtained the leaders 
proceeded with bombs against the es- 
tablishments of those who declined 
to join. 

One hundred and nineteen stores 
and homes have been blown up in 
Chicago this year. Often windows 
were smashed as an initial warning. 
If this violence proved ineffective, the 

entire business establishment frequent- 
iy was wrecked by a bomb.

ENROLLING ALIENS. 


The annual report of Secretary of 
Labor Davis makes some illuminat- 
ing disclosures, and with them the 
‘Secretary makes a number of highly 
interesting and commendable recom- 
mendations. The 1924 statute, pro- 
viding inspection before visas are 
granted, is working more satisfac- 
torily than the previous system but 
it has intensified the smuggling 
problem, especially border smug- 
gling. It needs the supplementary 
measure which the secretary pre- 
viously warned should be coupled 
with it—that of enrolling aliens. As 


it is, the immigrants who are smug- 
gled in simply lose themselves, and 
the government is never the wiser. 
If it required such an alien to regis- 
ter, however, and. carry a registra- 
tion card signed by the commission- 
er of naturalization, then the ab- 
sence of such a‘ card would indi- 
cate illegal entrance, and would 
subject the alien to prove registra- 
tion, or suffer punishment and de- 
portation. 

It is the sensible way to keep 
track of the alien population, which 
is very necessary under our: laws 
and in view of the wave of bol- 
Shevism and other radical isms that 
are sweeping over the world. — It 
does not inflict any injustice upon 
the desirable, properly .entered 
alien. The voter is required to reg- 
ister, and must attest a right by 
meeting certain requirements as té 
payment of poll and property taxes, 
etc. It is universally accepted, and 
implies no degree of ignominy. 

Agents of anarchy are swarming 
every country on earth, and Amer- 
ica is the chosen field. No one 
knows how many there are in this 
country, nor is there any way to 
get a line on them, even though the 
very integrity of the nation is at 
Stake... With a registration system 
properly enforced this and other 
such problems would certainly be 
more easy of solution.. 

Again, as the secretary suggests, 
registration would be an American- 
izing agency, furnishing an incen- 
tive to naturalization. 

Congress can ‘serve a good. pur- 
pose, and make its very commend- 
able law of 1924 more effective, if 
it will adopt a registration system.

Walter von der Vogelweide was 
without a doubt the greatest Ger- 
man lyric poet and minnesinger of 
‘the middle ages.

1918 Italian soil. Walter’s statue 
stood in the Grand Place of Bozen.

The statue had be- 
come a danger to the fascist state. 
The same Mussolini refused to receive 
the Rome correspondents of the Etoile 
Belge, the Hague Post and the Rot- 
terdam Courant, unless they were 
dressed in uniform. The gentlemen 
did not appear for the simple reason 
that there is no journalist uniform 
in exisfence. But the Hague Post 
remarks anent tHis extraordinary dis- 
lay of fascist statecraft, that “slow- 
y the man‘is becoming a case for the 
psychiatrist.” e has recently for- 
mulated some laws, whereby he be- 
comes inviolable to a greater extent 
bers than the king. Since the so- 
alled- attempt on Mussolini's life, 
“the stillness of the grave’ has come 
over Italy, says the Berlin Tageblatt. 
The “Popolo,” organ of the Catholic 
people's party, has been suppressed 
for good and will commence publica- 
tion in Paris, while the Corriere della 
Sera, the great libera] organ, is mov- 
ing to Berlin. The deeds of terror- 
ism in Italy increase. The Man- 
chester Guardian Observer cites cases 
of 46 prominent citizens of Florence, 
who were murdered during the last 
six mouths. And yet Mussolini talks 
about forcing the world to admire him 
and his black gang.

M. Leon Daudet, chief of the 
French royalists, who led the attacks 
on Caillaux and Malvy, has in turn 
been consigned to prison. M. Daudet 
is the editor of L’Action Francaise. 
His co-editor, Charles Maurras, pre- 
ceded him to jail a few months ago. 
M. Maurras. threatened death to the 
minister. of the interior for not pro- 
tecting the lives of patriotic citizens. 
He got two pears. With M. Daudet 
it is a different case. Daudet’s son, 
Philippe, was found dead in a taxi- 
cab two years ago. The coroner and 
the police are convinced the boy com- 
mitted suicide. M. Daudet has time 
and again returned to the charge that 
a band of anarchists murdered his 
son. Lately he went so far as to 
write in his paper that the chauffeur 
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of the eab was implicated in the 
murder. The chauffeur sued him for 
criminal libel and M. Daudet goes 
behind the. bars for three months. 
There is .a current of opinion in 
France which believes that M. Dau- 
det in his heart is quite convinced 
that his son died by his own hand, 
but that he is trying to make po- 
litical capital out of the tragic inci- 
dent. His critics aver that the French 
people are rather fond of tense and 
stirring drama and showed this in 
the case of Madame Caillaux when 
she shot and killed Gaston Calmette, 
editor of Figaro. But they say at the 
same time that the picture of a father 
utilizing. his son’s tragic end as a 
means for political advance is dis 
tasteful to the public. And so it may 
yet turn out that the bullet that killed 
Philip Daudet also put an end to 
the father as a figure in French 


politics.

Executive Board Meets. 


The annual meeting of the Southern 
econfere comprising athletic offi- 
cials of 21 educational institutions 
from Maryland to Louisiana. was 
formallye opened late today. Prior to 
the registration of delegates the ex- 
ecutive committee of the conference 


held a session behind closed doors. 


Three proposed amendments to the 
constitution and a number of possible 
changes in the by-laws will be urged 
when the conference gets down to 
business. «Delegates consider only one 
of the proposed changes in the consti- 
tution to be of any importance. “This 
would empower the executive commit- 
tee with authority to suspend a mem- 
ber for violation of the rules of the 
conference. e 

Changes in rules concerning sum- 
mer and professional baseball are con- 
sidered likely by many of the dele- 
gates. Four proposals have been 
made with a view to tightening up the 
regulations now in effect. 

The first would declare an athlete 
who receives money for signing a pro- 
fessional baseball contract 
for intercollegiate athletics. 


Tightens Basehall Rule. 


The second proposal specifies that 
no college student playing on a base- 
ball team recognized by the national 
baseball commission shall he -eligjble 
for intercolleigate athletics. oth 
these proposals are under considera- 
tion by the executive committee, Coach 
J. F. Miller, of North Carolina State,

posed rules which would make them 
read simply that_“no person who had 


ever played on a baseball team under 
control of the national baseball com- 
mission” shall be eligible to play on 
a college team. 


Coach Wallace Wade, of Alabama, 
will offer an amendment to the by- 
laws which is particularly interesting 
to the coaches. The rules now pro- 
vide that participation in any inter- 
collegiate sport in any college year 
shall constitute one year of athletic 
participation. Coach Wade would 
change the ruling to entitle an ath- 
lete to three calendar years of partic- 
ipation in any sport, dating from his 
first participation. 

Coach Forest Fletcher, of Washing- 
ton and Lee, will ask that boxing and 
wrestling contests be. governed by 
Southern conference rules. M. J. 
White, of Tulane, will bring before 
the conference an amendment which 
would limit freshmen football con- 
tests to intramural games, that is, 
freshmen teams would play only with 
similar teams of conference members.
